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Housing Bill A housing bill has been approved by the Banking and Currency 
Needs Support Committee of the House and will go before the Rules Committee 
In The House later this week. Clearance by the Rules Committee is neces- 


sary before the bill can be considered on the House floor. 
Advocates of the legislation are predicting that the full House will consider the meas- 
ure early next week. 

This bill, the House version of S. 4035, makes no change in the interest rate 
formula or in other basic procedures which have governed the College Housing Loan Prog- 
ram in recent years. It increases the total authorization for loans under this program 
by $400 million, of which $300 million would be for student and faculty housing, $50 
million for dining, health and related facilities, and $50 million for housing of 
hospital nurses and internes. It also adds a new program of loans, under the same 
interest rate formula, for classrooms, laboratories, and other academic facilities, with 
an initial authorization of $250 million. 

The Committee approved the bill despite strong pressure from the Administration, 
including threats of a Presidential veto. It is understood that the strongest object- 
ions of the Administration are directed against other portions of the bill rather than 
against the college loan programs. Nevertheless there are rumors on Capitol Hill that 
when the bill reaches the House floor, amendments will be introduced for the following 
purposes: 

(1) To cut in half the new authorization contained in the bill for the College 
Housing Loan Program. 

(2) To eliminate any further loans for dining and health facilities; and 

(3) To eliminate the new program for classrooms, laboratories and related academic 
facilities. (The Democratic majority in the Senate was forced to accept a reduction of 
the authorization for this new program from $250 million to $125 million in order to 
ensure passage of its version of the bill.) 


Under these circumstances, it is evident that the support of every possible member 
of the House is needed if college loan programs are to be approved which will be ade- 
quate in the judgment of those who testified before Congressional Committees on behalf 
of national educational organizations, including the American Council on Education. 
Following are digests of the information and arguments presented relating to the three 
features of the Housing Bill of major interest to institutions of higher learning. 


$300 Million Needed for College Housing 


The most careful estimates indicate that the number of students qualified for 
higher education will approximately double by 1970 -- from slightly more than 3,000,000 
today to about 6,000,000 only 12 years from now. 

An analysis of existing data made this spring by the School of Business of Indiana 
University for the American Council on Education concludes that the cost of new student 
housing alone will be between $3 billion and $5 billion, and a large proportion of 
these facilities will be needed before 1965. 

Reservations of funds during the last fiscal year totalled more than $200 million, 
and would have exceeded $250 million had the authorized funds been available and had 
the Community Facilities Administration been able to act more promptly on acceptable 
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applications. All indications point to an increase in applications in coming 
months. 


$50 Million More Needed for Dining and Health Facilities 


Dining and health facilities are essential to supplement student housing 
at residential institutions. These facilities are equally important to non- 
residential institutions, since lack of such facilities may be a major obstacle 
to expansion. 

The $100 million originally authorized for this part of the program has been 
allocated. Another $50 million is urgently needed, with the expectation that 
acceptable applications for most or all of it will be received during the current 
fiscal year. 


$250 Million Needed for Classrooms and Other Academic Facilities 


Estimates prepared by the School of Business of Indiana University for the 
American Council on Education show that based on information supplied the U. S. 
Office of Education by the institutions themselves and on state plans prepared 
by authorized agencies, the cost of academic facilities (classrooms, laboratories, 
and related buildings) will be between $7 billion and $11 billion if institutions 
of higher learning are to provide for anticipated enrollments in 1970. 

Such a construction program in the next 12 years clearly is far beyond the 
present resources of the institutions. Even with all available local and private 
sources doing their utmost, it is the opinion of educational organizations that 
have studied the matter that minimum plant expansion will require the substantial 
supplemental aid of the Federal Government. The judgment of the institutions and 
of the organizations representing them before the Banking and Currency Committee 
is supported by extended investigations by important independent agencies such as 
the President's Committee on Education Beyond the High School, and the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund. 

This being a new program, there is no experience upon which to base a 
judgment as to the amount of Federal loans for this purpose which would be 
borrowed in the first year by the institutions. Their response will be governed 
chiefly by their projected needs, and by their anticipated revenue from various 
sources with which to amortize the long-term loans. The educational organizations 
presenting testimony before the Banking and Currency Committee recommended $250 
million for the current fiscal year, with the assurance that all the interested 
groups and agencies will study the results with care and make adjusted recommenda- 
tions for the future. Since the need for academic facilities is twice as great 
as that for housing, it was thought that even in the first year an amount 
approximating that recommended for dormitory construction should be made available.
